— If ConRros.s agrees to 
the naval construction plan which 
President Wilson intends to recom- 
mend, the annual increase in the 
United States Navy will approximate, 
for the first time, the annual construc- 
tion of Great Britain in the period just 
preceding the war. At the end of five 
years the navy of the United States 
will be second only to that of Great 
Britain, unlena Germany has made far 
grrarer advances during the war than 
the information in possession of the 
naial Intelligence ofiice Indicates. 
The latest figures obtainable from Eu- 
ropean nations are dated July 1. 19 M. 
They show that the annual budgets of

Saloniki, Oct. 18.— -The Bulgarians 
seized nine shiploads of munitions do- 
Bccnding tho Danube destined for the 
Russian army at Odessa and to be 
forwarded by way of tho Black sea. 



Nish, Oct. 18. — Serbian troops are 
still holding back tho Gormans in 
the region of Semendria. The war of- 
fice announced that an attempt made 
by the Germans to surround tho .Ser- 
bian left wing near Semendria was re- 
pulsed, the attacking torceu siufL'urlag 
severe losses. 



Petrograd, Oct 18. — Russian troops 
have thrust the German center north 
of Pinsk back 17 miles and are con- 
tinuing their successful attacks, ac- 
cording to reports lecelvcd here. 
Petrograd military experts predict 
that the progress of the czar's forces 
along the entire front from the Baltic 
to Bukowlna will force a general re- 
treat by the Germans and compel 
them to abandon tho positions In 
which they had expected to pans the 
winter. Tho fighting about Dvinsk 
has now turned decisively in favor 
of the Russians, war olllcials assert. 
The attacks of the Serbian troops re- 
sulted In the capture of German 
trenches along a front of halt a 
xnllo on Thursday. Tho attack was 
preceded by a bombardment of 24 
hours which throw three German di- 
visions Into confusion that rendered 
them helpless before tho bayonet at- 
tack that followed. The ofllclal report 
continues; 

"In tho region west of Lake Obolo 
we carried by assault the village of 
Uavrantsi and the cemetery north of 
Stavarell farm. 

■»"On the Prlpet, In the region of tho 
Ylnage of Nobel, the enemy was 
thrown back across the river.

"During an offensive niovoment In 
the railway diitrict west of Tamopol 
(East Galicia) the enemy was taken 
od the flank and thrown back towah'^ 
the River Stripa with heavy losses.

Budapest, Oct. 18, 



-Greece has made 
a strung demand upon Italy lor the 
evacuation of tho islands in tho east- 
ern Mediterranean occupied by Italy 
after tho Itallan-Turklali war. 

Loudon, Oct. 18.— Two great armies, 
one Austro-Uerman and the other Uul- 
gurlaii, are sweeping through prostrate 
Serbia t« form a junction near Kr.agu- 
jevatz. 

It is reported from Bucharest that 
the archives of the Serb capital are 
being removed from Nish. Both Ml- 
trovitza and .Monasttr have been meu- 
lioued as tlie next capital. 

News very disquieting to tho en- 
tente powers is coming out of tho Bal- 
kans. King Constantine of Greece Is 
said to have sent an autograph letter 
to King Ferdinand of Bulgaria haar- 
iug upon the future policy of Greece in 
Balkan affairs. < 

Bulgars Pouring 'Through. 

Eugiaiid'u declaration of war against 
Bulgaria is expedfed ta be followed by 
a similar declaration on tho part of 
Frdnce and possibly Italy. Such an 
action is regarded as a formal preludu j 
to active participatloM of Brltiah ami 
French troops in the hostilltlus in the 
Balkan ar;sna.

Bulgar troops are pouring through 
the mountain passes between Belo- 
gradchlk and Krjazbevutz, supported 
by ponderous Krupp guns burnished 
by Germany. 

Southward from Belgrade and 
through tlie Morava valley are swee))- 
liig the Austrians and Gormans. Tho 
German drive agniiiet Pozharevatz 
(Passarwitz) having been succcbBtul. 
tho Teutonic troops are now atrug- 
gling to gain possession of the Serb 
forts defending the junction of the 
railways from Bolgixide and Semen- 
dria. 

Germans See Victory. 

Field Marshal von .Mackensen. the 
Gorman conqueror of Galiciu. is at the 
front. Ho is surruuidod hy a gi-oup 
of tlio most brilliant German army olh- 
cers iliat figured in the mighty offen 
stve against Russia. 

Dispatches from Berlin bear the 
most optimistic tone. ' 

"The thunder of the Krupps along 
tho Danube is answering the insolence 
of the entente powers," says one Ger- 
man newspaper. 

Other papers in Berlin predict that 
the central powers aro playing tliolr 
master stroke in tho Balkans and that 
it may end the war.

Berlin. Oct. 18. — The repulse, ot An- 
glo-French attacks ail along the battle 
front in tho western theater ot war is 
announced by the German war ofiice 
in an ofilcial statement. 

- In Uy fpet or oj Aiibwjiijs^ ta,.Gb»a». 
'pagne.'ihe ,Qlntt««-efttfiured 11 ofil- 
cers, 600 men and three machine guns. 

Tho German success at Hartmanns- 
wellerkopf In Upper Alsace resulted in 
the capture of five French ofilcnrs, 226 
men, 5 machine guns and 3 mine 
throwers. 

Attacks by tho British near Ver- 
mclles, in Artois, and by the French 
at Souaiii. Le Mesiiil and Leintrcy, in 
the Vosges, wero^all repulsed. 

The German army in the Vosges re- 
pelled an attempt of tho enemy to 
advance at Rchratzmaennelo. 

Another Bulgarian army has invaded 
Serbia near Nogotin. the war office an- 
nounced. 

Negotin Is on the Danube near Its 
jiinetlon with the TImok. 

More passes on the Sorh-Eulgar 
frontier have been taken by the Ten 
tons and their nlllos. 

Further progress tor the Gorman 
forces south of Semendria Is reported. 



IN FLYING BOAT. 



Lalvoronka, on the Stripa, west of 
Trembowla. The enemy was re- 
pulsed by a strong counter-attack and 
retreated in complete disorder to his 
trenches. In the same region the 
enemy also adopted th.i offensive. Our 
troops allowed him to approach with- 
in a very short distance, and then de- 
livered a vigorous counter-attack, 
again throwing him back toward the 
Stripa. 

On the Caucasian Fyont. 

"Caucasian front— All along the 
front ekirmishes between patrols and 
advance guards are more frequent. 
Tho Turks everywhere hove been re- 
pulsed by our fire. .Northwest (f 
Melazghert, between the villages of 
Alfjordy and Skrnch, tho Turks fell 
under our cross-fire, sustaining heavy 
losses, and fieeing ' iward Gopal. 

"In Vastan pass, on the southern 
side of Igike Van, tho Turks assumed 
the offensive Wednesday inoming. Our 
artillery reduced the Turkish guns to 
■Hence. PVofiting by the Turks' hesi- 
tation, our troops boldly delivered a 
counter-attack and, after hot fighting, 
drove tho disconcerted Turks from the 
pass, capturing two guns and some 
prisoners. Tho Turks left over 25fl 
dead on the field. Our fbsses were tri- 
fling.” 



Petrograd, Oct. 1^.— Russia has no 
Intention of violating Roamania's neu- 
trality by sending troops through that 
country, it was officially announced 
here. The following statement was is 
sued at tho foreign office: 

"The Wolff n.gency Is circulating a 
story that Russia Intends to vlolat# 
the neutrality of RoumanJa in ordet 
to attack Bulgaria. Tho fallaclou*.; 
character of this assertion 1s obvious 
The German maneuver 1s evidently 
aimed at distracting the attention of 
Ronmania from the danger threaten 
tng her from Germany, who would no' 
scruple to violate Koumania's neutral 
tty. eltlier to establish communication 
with Bulgaria or to try to enter Uus 
sin by the south."

Proper Feeding Will Aid In Sup- 
pressing Outbreaks of Hog Cholera 
In Kentucky This Fall. 

It has been observed that an 
increase in the number of out- 
breaks of hog cholera occurs dur- 
ing the latter part of August or 
the first part of September and 
that the outbreaks increase in 
numbers and virulence until the 
latter part of October or Novem- 
ber, when the disease gradually 
declines. Predictions are that 
this year will be no exception. 
The rise in the number of out- 
breaks and the increase in 
virulency of the disease is prob- 
ably due not so much to the 
season as to the fact that in- 
fection is spread by the extensive 
shipments of hogs for feeding 
purposes, and most important, 
hogs are turned into feed lots to 
receive a one sided ration of new 
corn. 

The occurrence of cholera is 
dependent solely upon the hogs 
becoming infected with the 
specific cholera microorganism. 
Practically all hogs are suscepti- 
ble to the disease when fed 
balanced rations, but when im- 
properly fed and allowed to be- 
come infested with parasites the 
chance of controlling cholera on 
exposure is greatly lessened. At 
this time new corn is beginning 
to be fed, and care must be exer- 
cised or indigestion will result, 
thus lessening the vitality of the 
animals, and

Scatter lime about the hog houses 
and feed lota. Sanitation is the 
greatest factor in controlling and 
preventing cholera, and if 
practiced by all hog raisers will 
do much to prevent the ravages 
of cholera during the fall months. 

Special bulletins on the control 
of cholera will be sent to all 
members of anti-hog cholera 
clubs in the State from time to 
time.
